You have lodged the germ 
of Trath in their minds, and that will live, and 
put forth its radicles, inthe deép ‘recesses of 
their hearts, steadily and silently undermi- 
ning their prejudice, their false beliefs, while 
én the surface, you may see nothing but un- 
scrupulous, inconsiderate, apparently relent- 
less opposition to you and your movements. 
But, high excitements consume themselves: 
the thunder cannot roll forever. The storm of 
persecution is followed by the calm of apathy. 
Say what you will, do what you will, you can- 
not produce a ripple upon the surface of the 
public mind. Will you despair? Never! Far 
down in the depths, below this stillness, Truth 
is working; new creations are slowly rising; ev- 
ery influence below that moveless expanse, is 
busy in constructing new beliefs, which will, 
in due time, emerge from the depths, and be 
wrapped in sunlight and verdure. Hope on! 
Toil on! Providence works with yon. The 
apathy which you deprecate, favors your ef- 
forts. You press onward—the public mind 
yields, without a struggle. It makes no effort 
to receive or resist the Truth, and so its preju- 
dices melt away, its wrong beliefs, unconscious- 
ly to itself, give place to right sentiments; the 
arguments it hears constantly repeated, with- 
out reply being attempted, it insensibly adopts 
as its own; and,ere it is aware of change, 
it. has adopted many of the principles and 
much of the spirit of the reformation which

still be indifferent or hostile. 

Now all that is needed in this state, to con- 
summate the reformation, is, an occasion, a cri- 
sis, demanding a decision; ahd this in the order 
of Providence is never wanting. Whenever 
the people are ripe for right action, then the 
opportunity presents itself. Under this view, 
it may be said, that man’s maturity is God’s 
opportunity. 

Shall we not apply these remarks to the anti- 
slavery enterprise? Look abroad, and remem- 
ber. The day of popular persecution in the 
free States at least, has gone by; the period of 
apathy, which next followed, has almost closed; 
and what do we see? Evidences of an almost 
universal conviction that the principles of the 
anti-slavery enterprise are right, and that the 
time is hastening on, when they must and will 
be carried out into practical operation. The 
same changes, making due allowance for differ- 
ence of circumstances have been gradually trans- 
piring in some of the slave States, N ewspapers 
in those States broach sentiments now, which a 
few years ago, they would have eschewed with 
horror. And yet so silently and insensibly has 
this revolution proceeded, that those papers 
imagine now that they have always held such 
views, only the excitement raised by the North- 
ern fanatics prevented in former years their 
expréssion! The public mind there, for a few 
years past, has been in a state analagous to that

Thesixth article pro- 
vides that the inhabitants of the Territory shall 
be incorporated into the Union as soon as the 
Federal Constitution will allow, and admitted 
to the enjoyment ofall the privileges, rights 
and immunities of the citizens of the United 
States, so that the colored inhabitant is to en- 
joy jast.as much as the white inhabitant, and 
slavery is no where provided for in the. treaty. 
In fact, if the United States could be compelled 
to comply with the terms of that treaty, and 
its lan e be construed according to common 
law’ principles, Congress would be bound to 
abolish slavery there, at least as to all that were 
there at the time of the treaty. 

I have shown, beyond a doubt, that Congress 
has power to control the legislation of Florida, 
and that Congress has so controled it at will, 
and has extended the slave code over the Terri- 
tory by positive enactment, and by allowing 
the Territorial Legislature to enact laws and 
put them in force, when it might have been 
prevented, of course the moral responsibility 
rests with Congress ; and my former argument 
showing who is responsible for the doings of 
Congress, need not here be repeated. ‘The votes 
of the free States have the power to compel 
Congress to repeal the slave laws of Florida;— 
these laws then, as well as the laws of the Dis- 
trict became the laws of the voters of the free 
States—and if there be a God in heaven who 
takes nizance of the affairs of men, can he 
look with pleasure on men who vote for those who 
will enact or sustain such cruel laws, and place 
the whip in the hands of Southern overseers, 
merely to receive in return the honor of being 
associated in ecclesiastical or political parties 
with those slaveholders ? 

Surely justice will not always sleep, nor will 
those who say they have nothing to do with 
slavery be excused at the bar of God for sus- 
taining it in Florida, 1t is the Liberty men 
only who really act on the principle of having 
nothing to do with slavery. 

It is unnecessary to describe minutely slave- 
ry as it isin Florida; all the description of sla- 
very in the District asgiven in a former number 
will hold good here. There is not so extensive

Now after 
their grinding the laborer.in the way they have, 
when work was searce, who would pity them, if 
the laborers were to retaliate and let their crops 
perish in the field—this, however, they will not 
do, unless the same insane policy is pursued 
with regard to wages. A gentleman living near 
Montego Bay, assured me that in the parish in 
which he lived, there were about 3000 laborers 
who were out of employ from this cause—they 
would work for thirty-seven anda half cents, 
and for nole’s. With these facts in view 
you may account for the clamor for immi- 
gration which so extensively —prevails—be- 
cause the planters cannot get the native peasan- 
try to work for 25 cents per day, they want to 
overstock the market with labor, and thus re- 
duce its value, making the amount of wages 
given these emigrants, who will, to-a certain 
extent, be in their power, a'standard by which 
to regulate the wages given the native laborer. 
Of the unprecedented injustice of this emigra- 
tion project as at present advocated a few 
words presently. It is assigned as a reason for 
wishing this reduction in the price of labor, 
that ‘the cultivation of sugar will not allow such 
high wages—strange indeed if this were true, 
that many estates which have since freedom, 
been doing well, (and many snch were pointed 
out to me,) strange that such have this 
year broken up more ground, and put in 
very many more cane plants than formerly.— 
But if it were true that the present mode of cul- 
tivating sugar in Jamaica would not pay—could 
no improvements be seggested that would leave 
the earnings of the laborer untouched? If the 
pruning knife must be applied are there not 
other places where it might be more judicious- 
ly and efficiently applied than in cutting down 
his poor pittance? Verily there are. To justi- 
fy this attempted reduction in labor, it is said 
that a laborer can live for next to nothing in Ja- 
maica. I grant it is true, that he can live very 
cheaply there, if he will be content with the 
simple vegetable productions of his own soil, 
and which he can cultivate for himselfat little 
cost, if he will devote part of his time to such 
cultivation;—but in such. case he could not 
give what the planter requires, i. e. continuous 
labor on the estate.

fact that in all districts of the country you con- 
tinually meet with estates thrown up, sugar 
works in statua quo, buildings dilapidated, fen- 
ces broken down, and land overgrown with 
weeds and grass—all indications ‘of ruin and 
bankruptcy. And as a consequence, you hear 
of the great falling off of the staple preduction, 
sugar, and its consequent high pricey a 
cursory glance at Jamaica, these facts present a 
prominent and ominous appearance; and one is 
ready at first to join the universal ery, surely 
the country is ruined! Nothing is more com- 
mon than a wrong conclusion drawn from a su- 
perficialview of any subject, while a close inves- 
tigation will generally correct such premature 
decision, and shew tus'that we have been im- 
posed upon. Such will be found the case with 
regard to Jamaica, : 

If you enquire.why are these estates thrown 
up? why have these sugar works ceased: their 
operations? why is less sugar exported now 
than yeh the answer you may uniformly 
expect is—the laborers will not work in the 
field—we cannot hire field laborers. All thisis 
very plausible, and appears supported by the 
efforts of the Island, or Colonial Government, 
goaded on by sinking monopolists to obtain an 
increase of laborers by emigration. The blame 
must fall somewhere, and it may as well fall 
upon the shoulders of the poor black man as 
elsewhere; he lias unjustly borne more than this 
before, and it is more likely to fall on him than 
others, because he has but few friends to clear 
him of the charge. 

But the canse- does not lay with him; it must 
be looked for elsewhere. It-is not thatthe ne- 
gro, now free, is lazy and will not work for fair 
wages; it is not because the planter cannot get 
continuous labor on his estate—it is because he 
or his agent will not; hie will not pay a fair price 
for labor, he would now reduce the free man to 
a condition as dependent and servile ag that of 
the slave;and because the freeman has the op- 
tion of refusing to work for such wages as he 
would dictate; his dignity is lowered, and the 
ery of ruin is raised because the people will not 
work.

We do not say that public sentiment in the 
slave States has yet recovered from its morbid 
condition, but in some of them, thé evidences 
of a most decided change» for ‘the better are 
every where visible. 

Last Saturday, we referred to what was go- 
dng on in Virginia. We perceive that Govern- 
or McDowell, in his late Message, indicates 
indirectly his sympathy with the growing feel- 
ing against slavery. While noticing Inter- 
nal Improvements, and urging the claims of 
the Western part of the State, he runs a con- 
‘trast between this section and Eastern Virgi- 
nia, and without naming slavery, as the cause 
of the want of prosperity in the latter, leaves 
this to be inferred. 

Western Virginia, he says, with but “a few 
earthen turnpikes,” at wide distances from 
one another, one of them unfinished, one just 
finished, and the oldest “scarcely twenty years 
in use,” has increased greatly in wealth and 
population, while Eastern Virginia, blessed by 
nature with great facilities of intercourse and 
of access to markets, has declined, and contin- 
ues to decline. 

In twenty years, Western Virginia has added 
one hundred thousand to its population. ‘Ten 
years ago, it paid into the Treasury some $36,- 
000; now it pays $110,000, three times as much. 
In 1810, the assessed value of lands, lots, and 
buildings was $16,000,000; in 1840, $39,000,- 
250,000—the average assessed value of land 
having risen from 92 cents an acre to $1,40. 
The ‘other threé Districts of the State 
twenty years ago contained assessed property 
to the amount of $191,000,000; now it amounts 
to but $170,000,000. -(Does this include slaves?) 
The progress of the Western District, com- 
pared with the Eastern, says the Message. 
“which has been effected under multiplied dis- 
couragements to population and labor, is the 
‘clear poor of an intrinsic and available effi- 
ciency, requiring nothing for still higher and 
better results, but the encouraging and uphold- 
ing hand of the State. Had it been thus en- 
couraged and held up at an early day, and the 
locked up recesses of the District, thrown open 
by highways to profitable settlement, and trade 
there can be no doubt upon the facts presented, 
but that its numbers and property and contri- 
butions to the treasury would all of them have 
been incaleulably greater than they are now.”

How the writer of this interesting paragraph, 
with so clear ideas of the workings and results 
of West India Emancipation, can for a mo- 
ment donbt as to the efficiency and safety of 
similar emancipation in Kentucky, we cannot 
understand. The truth is, where such senti- 
ments prevail, slavery cannot long continue. 
Although our-artiéle is already too long, we 
must quote the closing paragraph of the Com- 
monwealth’s article: 

“As to the blessings of Slavery, Mr. Calhoun 
is very silly to argue that question at home; 
still more abroad. The universal] sentiment of 
the North, and, we believe, a majority of the 
people even in the slaveholding States, regard 
slavery here asa plague-spot and a curse. In 
Kentucky, while we believe all her citizens are 
loyal to the Constitution, and would resist any 
interference in the question, nearly all regard 
the institution as every way injurious to us, 
and would joyfully adopt any just and practi- 
cable scheme of relieving themselves of the 
evil. The number of slaveholders in Ken- 
tucky is about one-fourth -the number of vo- 
ters. This is an important fact,. which the 
considerate should constantly keep in mind.— 
Mr. Calhoun’s principles, carricd out, would 
make the laboring freemen of this conntry 
slaves to slavery. His estimate of national 
happiness_and prosperity, as is clearly shown 
in his letter to Mr. King, on which we are now 
remarking, is an estimate of the comforts and 
enjoyments, not of the great body of free 
American laborers, but of that small class of 
bloated Nabobs, who live on the sweat of ne- 
gro labor. God forbid that we shduld excite 
the smallest prejudice against negro labor, or 
those who enjoy it. We would make no dis- 
crimination between them and others; for we 
hold ourselves. conscientiously bound, under 
the compromises of the constitution, to regard 
all and protect all alike. But we call on those 
who employ slave labor, for God’s sake, not to 
provoke the masscs against themselves. Set 
not yourselves, as too many do, in offensive ar- 
rogance, above them. A large majority of the 
freemen of this nation are poor laborers; men, 
nevertheless, of proud spirits, of true hearts, 
and, be it remembered, of stout arms. They 
are to be conciliated, not despised; they are to 
be regarded and protected, not trampled on and 
made subservient to interests antagonistic to 
their prosperity and dignity, Mr. Calhoun 
had better not make statistical tables. Others 
will turn the tables.on him. For the security 
of slavery, we have the guarantees of the Con- ™ 
stitution. Seeking other supports, we shall 
lose those we already haye.”

Congress, 

December 3ist, in the Senate, Mr. ‘Tappan 
presented the Cincinnati memorial, praying for 
a reduction of the postage rates. 

Mr. Benton submitted a resolution, which 
went over one day, asking information from 
the Executive Department, concerning the non- 
payment of the April and July instalments of 
the Mexican indemnity. 

The bill to grant certain lands to the State 
of Indiana, to complete the Wabash and Erie 
canal, coming up, was laid over till the follow- 
ing Thursday. 

In the House, same day, Mr. Tibbatts at- 
tempted to introduce a bill for the annexation 
of Texas, also a resolution pledging the protec- 
tion of this country to Texas, till the question 
of annexation was settled, but objection being 
made, he gave notice of his intention to bring 
forward these measures. 

Mr. Belser also gave notice of a motion for 
leave to introduce a joint resolution for the 
annexation of Texas. And before the session 
was over, Mr. McDowell gave notice that un- 
less the subject of Texas was called up ina 
few days, he would ask leave to introduce a bill 
for annexation. 

It is very evident that there is any thing but 
unanimity on this subject among the Demo- 
crats of the House. 

Mr. Darragh asked leave to offer a resolution 
calling upon the President for information re- 
specting the indemnity due from Mexico, but 
the House refused to suspend the rules to give 
him an opportunity. 


General Assembly. 

The bill torenew the banking powers of the 
Ohio Life Insurance and Trust Company, au- 
thorising it to issue notes to the amount of half 
a million of dollars, and not requiring it to keep 
any specie in its vaults, has passed the Senate 
by a vote of 16 to 15. 

On the 3d, Mr. Kirkum presented a resolu- 
tion to instruct the Judiciary Committee to 
report a bill punishing the exhumation of 
human bodies, for anatomical purposes, with 
imprisonment and the penitentiary. He did 
so, not because he approved the resolution, but 
because he had been instructed by his consti- 
tuents. After a brief debate, the resolution 
was indefinitely postponed. Some seemed to 
think it rather hard that medical gentlemen 
should be put in the penitentiary just for their 
excessive zcealin behalf of the interests of 
science. 

On the 4th, in the Senate, Mr. Codding from 
a majority of the Committee on the Peniten- 
tiary, made a report against printing a portion 
of the report of the Directors and Warden of 
the Ohio Penitentiary. ‘Thereport gave rise to 
a great deal of indignation, many of the mem- 
bers thinking it a monstrous outrage, even to 
think of withholding information from the 
people. It would seem from the debates, that 
the proposition was against the printing of the 
reports of the warden and physician—that of 
the former containing the names, ages, crimes, 
&c., of the prisoners. If the recommendation 
had been simply not to print the names, we see 
not what objection could be urged against it. 
No good can result from publishing the names 
of convicts, but much evil may. 

The report was laid on the table.

LATER FROM MEXICO AND CHINA. 
The Hon. Caleb Cushing, late Envoy Entraor- 
dinary to China, arrived at New York on Tuesday 
evening from Vera Cruz, in the barque Eugenia.— 
The advices from Vera Cruz are to the 12th Dec., 
and from China twenty-six days latter than be- 
fore received. 
Mr. Cushing while in Mexico was robbed of all 
his papers, except those about his person, among 
which were fortunately his official despatches. 

Mexico, 

Mexico has again been the seat of another rev- 
olution—bloodless, however. Santa Anna had 
been proclaimed Dictator, and all seemed to go on 
well but about midday the troops barracked in 
the Accordada Saint Francis, and the citadel pro- 
nounced against Santa Anna and Canalizo. At 
the head of the movement was General Don Jose 
J. Herrera, President of the Council, who address- 
eda Eeseprenten to the city, calling on it to sus- 
tain him.

On the other hand, it is customary phra- 
seology in this and other countries to say of 
town paupers, that they are “sold” or “to be 
sold,” the meaning of which is, that their sup- 
port and maintenance are to be sold to the low- 
est bidder, and not that they themselves are to 
be bought or sold as property. So poor foreign- 
ers are “te be sold for their passage;” that is 
their labor is sold by themselves to pay their 
passage, and not themselves sold as property or 
slayes. So corrupt and venial politicians are 
customarily said “to be bought” and “sold” b 
party leaders and party influence, and “to sell 
themselves” to politicians and others; the mean- 
ing of which is that they bargain and sell, and 
others buy not themselves as property or slaves, 
but their political advocacy and. influence.— 
e is reported by his historians to have 
asked Metternich his “price,” that is, the reward 
for his political influence and assistance.
